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RF.MARKS 
Claim Objections 

The Examiner stated that claims 12-15, 18-20 and 23-28 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: 

"Line 14 of claim 12 recites the limitation, "said cavity." There is no 
antecedent for this limitation in the claim. Line 1 6 of claun 23 recites the 
same limitation. Appropriate correction is required. 

Appropriate correction has been made by deleting "said cavity" from claims 12 and 

23. 

Claim 15 has been amended to correct a typographical error by changing a semicolon 
to a colon. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The Examiner stated that claims 12-15, 18-20 and 25 are rejected under 35 U-S.C. 
§112. second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as the invention. 

"Claim 12 recites the limitation, "a molding ^T^J^^ 
intn eavitv to fill only the first distance" (emphasis added). The claim

Regarding claims 14 and 25, the base claim and these claim have been amended to 
provide respective first and second directions that the first and second distances to extend. 

Claims 14 and 25 have also been amended to make clear that the molding compound 
extends only to the second distance. 

Based on the above amendments, it is respectfully submitted that claims 12-15, 18-20 
and 25 are now allowable under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, 



Conclusion 

In view of the above, it is submitted that the claims are in condition for allowance and 
reconsideration of the rejections is respectfully requested. Allowance of claims 12-15. 18-20, 
and 23-28 at an early date is solicited.
